The retirement of Lester R. (Roy) Lewis following the sale ot 
his drug store in 1954 removed a familiar figure from the commercial 
life of this town. Roy was recognized as one of the most successful 
business men of this region, and in reaching this position he never 
resorted to any type of high pressure. Practically his entire program of 
publicity was limited to School Papers and a small amount of trade 
circulars. 

This would have been a handicap to many, but not to Roy. From 
far and near they came in ever increasing numbers, to see, to hear and 
to purchase. Many of the customers needed special treatment such as 
the “jigs” for which Roy was famous. He was an artist with the 
“Jews Harp” and harmonica and many entered the store to get a 
musical greeting, until “store teeth” ended this phase of his career. 
The best medicine he dispensed to the public was his own personality. 

To the store went those who wanted a sliver removed, a sharp 
cinder taken from an eye, a balky watch started, or eye glasses repaired. 
These were routine chores in the long, busy days, but none were turned 
away. 

Young people found all sorts of excuses to visit the store and kill 
time. On occasions they were a bit rough but Roy seemed to enter the 
spirit of their good times. Once in a while a husky juvenile would 
get way out of line. In those cases action was swift and sure as the 
startled youth found himself in a grip of steel and moving with pre- 
cision toward the front door. 

His exit was a thing of beauty! 

One of Roy’s hobbies has been and continues to be photography. 
His fine work in this field has been outstanding. The product of his 
camera ‘constitutes a record of historic events in this community, many 
of which would be only dim memories otherwise. 

The Lewis business has been strictly a partnership, but without 
any complicated legal document proclaiming it. Mrs. Lewis, Mabel, 
to a host of people in this section, has been the other partner, quietly 
and efficiently serving the public. 

Outside the busy schedule and exacting hours of the store they have 
found time and ways to contribute personally and financially to the 
program of the Church and other agencies seeking to build a better 
community. Now, in well earned retirement they have the sincere 
good wishes of a legion of friends and neighbors, and we try. to make it 


oficial through this “ Annual Report” of 1954.

To Hervey B. Jennings, a Constable in the Town of Strong, County 
of Franklin, State of Maine. Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Strong, qualified by law to 
vote in Town affairs, to assemble at the Forster Memorial Building in 
said Town, on Saturday, the fifth day of March next, at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To consider reports of Town Officers and take action . 
thereon. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to continue the existing 
administrative system during the 1955 Fiscal Year. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Road Commis- 
sioner.

Note: 


Records will show the 1954 season to have been one of the most 
dificult and costly ever experienced in the maintenance of highways 
within the State of Maine. 

The Town of Strong, while not hit as hard in August and Septem- 
ber as many towns in this section, was probably about average for the 
State. 

Heavy and frequent rains which started while the frost was still a 
problem, continued without much interruption into the present snow 
removal season. For weeks at a time neither trucks nor power graders 
could be used to good advantage on dirt roads. We made extensive 
use of dozers during May, June and July, but with water standing 
everywhere even that type of equipment was frequently ineffective. 

The net result of these conditions was increased cost and no par- 
ticular improvement in the roads, at least from a seasonal standpoint. 
On very few occasions were we able to move from the location after 
machining a section without getting caught in a downpour, then we 
were back where we started. 
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In the field of cost our Warrant of Sept. 3, 1954 showed total 
expenditures to that date of approximately $2,000.00, leaving $500.00 
to carry. us-through the balance of the season. 

In a normal year that would have been an excellent situation as of 
September, but 1954 was anything but normal. 
‘The picture changed rapidly when we were hit by two big blows 
and near record rains in quick succession. Emergency repairs became 
the order of the day and continued until the ground was. solidly 
frozen in December. By that time our expenditures had reached a 
record of $4,190.35 for the season, the inevitable overdraft having been 
legalized by action of the Special Town Meeting of December 14, 1954. 

If we include $205.60 for gravel, our payrolls from Sept. 1 to 
Dec. 17 amounted to more than all our expenditures from April 23rd 
to the first named date. Damage from the hurricanes of August 31 and 
Sept. 11 amounted to approximately $1,400.00. The State of Maine 
contributed $700.16 as its share of the cost of the emergency program. 

Our claim for assistance under the Federal Disaster Relief Program 
is in process of being adjusted, but we are not in a position to predict 
with any great degree of accuracy the amount of a possible grant 
under the program.

The cost of plowing and sanding Winter Roads cannot be con- 
trolled by any figure set up in a budget at the start of the year. A 
season when the average snow cover is light may still prove costly if 


there are bad blows or ice conditions are unfavorable. 


On the other 


hand, costs for a season when the fall is very heavy may not get out aH 


hand unless there is much drifting. 


A glance at former reports reveals how costs move up and down 


from year to year. 


Four reports on our desk show as follows: 1945- 


$4,934; 1947-$5,731; 1948-$4,263; 1952-$5,742. 
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For the fiscal year covered by this report cost reached $5,338 with 

expense of sanding and related activities probably amounting to more 
than the cost. of plowing. Generally speaking we can piow 8 to 10 
inches of dry snow almost as quickly as we can plow 2, and with little if 
any added cost. 
Many of the storms this winter have been of the “nuisance 
variety ”, 2 or 3 inches, which if left on the road surface meant ice and 
additional sanding. We used the plows without exception but the 
added expense is reflected in our detail. 

There is little to indicate any sharp drop in the annual cost of 
following the present program of activities in the Winter Roads account. 

The cost of repairs is at the highest point on record due to the 
price of steel, and this effects cutting edges and other plow parts. The 
expenditures for stockpile, including salt as well as sand, are mounting 
each year. 

The public apparently expects most of our mileage to be sanded 
within a short time after the end of each storm. It expects a generous 
application not only on hills and curves but also on level stretches. 

In order to follow this program with even moderate success we 
need equipment (town owned or hired) available when needed and men 
to enable us to operate it at capacity and efficiently. All this adds up 
to additional expense for the taxpayers, and it.is for them to indicate 
the point at which their requests cease to be reasonable and too great a 
drain upon our financial resources.

The Town Road Improvement Project was again assigned to the 
Pillsbury Road. In order to prepare the section under repair for base 
gravel it was necessary to do a considerable amount of work with a D4. 
Three large culverts were installed, only one of which is charged to 
this account. 2056 yards of heavy base gravel from the McCourt pit 
were applied to approximately six-tenths of a mile. The old road has 
long been famous for its mud, the deep, black, sticky kind, that stayed 
late in the Spring and showed up after about every rain. We feel 
the new base will stand up during all seasons under normal loads. 

It will be noted that pay for T. R. I. gravel came from Roads and 
Bridges account ($205.60). In other words nearly 1/12 of the appro- 
priation for Roads and Bridges had to be earmarked for the project. 

In view of the larger sums now available for T. R. I. it is a fair 
question to ask whether we should continue to take funds for gravel 
from Roads and Bridges or meet the situation by direct appropriation.

High Street, as reconstructed, is wider than before, has improved 
drainage and a gravel base of good depth. Three new metal culverts 
were installed, the one just north of Harry Lambert’s residence being 
about 50 feet in length. 

Due to the fact that the road follows along the slope of the hill 
it was difficult to hold the west shoulder. In order to overcome the 
difficulty we obtained 134 yards of excellent sods at or adjacent to the 
Chandler pit and placed them along the shoulder where we were having 
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the trouble. As a result we expect to be able to hold the gravel while 
the roadway is becoming compact. 

The sodding operation, which was not anticipated hes the work 
was laid out, involved hand labor entirely, except for trucking, and the 
additional cost was the main factor in forcing expenditures above the 
appropriation figure.

Three major needs on the Nutting, or Pond Road, are as follows: 
1. bulldozer work in order to obtain greater width; 2. larger culverts 
at present locations and additional installations where the need is 
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evident; 3. placing of gravel, preferably heavy base, in such depth as 
will carry the heavy trucking common to this area. 

The work this year followed this general pattern. The bulk of the 
expenditure was made at Toothaker Corner. Starting at S. A. #2 and 
continuing to the “Red House” we placed a heavy gravel base and 
installed one new culvert. 

Below the Ellis Field we spread a large amount of gravel over 
the bad mud hole at that point. We also installed one new culvert 
which was purchased under the Roads and Bridges Account. 

The balance of the appropriation was used to spread light coat of 
surface gravel over the base placed in 1953. Nine trucks working 744 
hours placed 452 yards of gravel on these locations, which figures out as 
1 yard per minute. From any local pit it’s a long run to the Pond 
Road, and Norton Hill is still a time taker for heavily loaded trucks.

As a result of the intense publicity campaign carried on prior to 
the annual meeting in 1954 many people gained the impression that 
the cost of continuing the service of Public Health Nurse would con- 
tinue on the same basis as during the past year. 

Actually, at no time while the campaign was underway was any 
promise, expressed or implied, made to indicate that the appropriation 
of one dollar was anything but temporary. It was freely predicted 
that continuation of the service through 1955 and later years would 
hinge on annual appropriations for the full amount. The main 
objective of one year ago centered on the initiation of the program ~ 
with public (tax) revenue involved and the objective was gained. 

However, this is another year and the Warrant includes an article 
offered by Dean Fisher, Commissioner of Health and Welfare, which 
contained request for the full amount. 

We have also included an article calling for an appropriation for 
Public Health Services which seems essential if we are to realize the 
full value of the investment for Public Health Nurse. There appears 
to be no sound basis for the nurse outlining community-wide health 
programs involving clinics, professional services, etc. unless there are 
funds available that can legally be used to meet the cost. 

During 1954 some of the services mentioned above were instituted 
by school authorities, and financial obligations incurred for which there 
were no funds. The services already in progress were completed and 
the cost charged to Town Officers Account, that item being one factor 
in the operating overdraft. However, as a permanent policy this 
method of financing would not be satisfactory and in all probability it 
could be challenged successfully. 
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A program of Public Health Service allied with Public Health 
Nursing can be as extensive or as limited as available funds dictate, 
but in any event we should be realistic enough to recognize that the 
_services are not to be purchased over a bargain counter during a “ Fire 
and Water Sale”.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Strong: 


I hereby submit to you my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 

The number of students in the Strong School continues to grow. 
This year the enrollment is 331, as compared to 317 students a year ago. 
Grade 2 with 45 students and Grades 6 and 7 with 41 students are the 
two largest groups. In an effort to equalize the teaching load, teachers 
with small classes are assisting the two teachers with the large groups. 

The enrollment in the four high school grades alone has more than 
doubled in the last five years. Improved school facilities and inclusion 
of two vocational courses in the high school have done much to cause 
this increase. There has been a larger number of tuition students 
attending Strong High School in recent years, and the number of “ drop- 
outs” has been very low. 

At the end of this fiscal year, all bills have been paid, and there 
remains an unexpended balance of $1,453.63. The two factors con- 
tributing to this balance are increased receipts from tuition and the 
receipt of $1,103 extra in state subsidy. 

In the school budget for the coming year, it is recommended that 
the present school program be broadened to include a part-time Art 
teacher, and a Driver Training course in the high school. It is felt 
that both courses would provide valuable training, and would represent 
another step forward in providing educational opportunities to meet 
the interests and needs of a larger number of students. It would cost 
about $400 a year for the Art, and approximately $500 a year for Driver 
Training. Both expenditures would be reimbursed by the State. Under 
the present subsidy law, Strong is reimbursed by the State at the rate 
of 45°94 on money spent to operate the schools. 
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The costs for operating a Driver Training course are for textbooks, 
insurance, gas and oil, and the teacher. The car for this course can be 
borrowed from.an automobile dealer, and a set of dual controls for the 
car can be borrowed from the American Automobile Association. 

Driver Training courses in high schools are highly recommended 
by the Maine State Police. ‘Their records show that the percentage 
of highway accidents involving students who have had driver training 
in school is a great deal less than drivers who have not had the course. 

Even with an expanded school program, the requested appropria- 
tion is about $5,000 less than last year. This is possible due to more 
receipts expected from tuition and more state subsidy. The exact 
amount of subsidy Strong will receive will not be known until the 
State Legislature finally decides on the appropriation at the state level. 
On the basis of information received to date from the Department of 
Education, it seems likely that Strong will receive a lot more subsidy 
this coming year. 

There were four changes in the teaching staff this past summer. 
Mrs. Pratt and Mrs. MacQuoid resigned to accept positions in nearby 
communities. Mrs. Norton retired, and Mr. Buxton entered the Army. 
Mrs. Starbird is teaching the Fifth Grade, and Mrs. Heald returned 
after a one-year’s leave of absence to teach the Junior Primary. Mr. 
Gulezian is teaching Social Studies and Mr. Burrill is ne the 
Commercial subjects in the high school. 

The teachers are conducting their classes in an orderly and efficient 
manner. It is encouraging to note the willingness of the Strong teach- 
ers to seek improved methods, and materials for teaching. Several of 
the teachers have either attended summer school or taken correspond- 
ence courses in the past year. 

As each year goes by, a few more minor repairs become necessary. 
The School Committee has voted to employ the janitor through the 
summer months to take care of the minor repairs as they arise. In this 
way, I believe the town will save money by not having to make major 
expenditures for repairs. 

In closing, I want to thank the citizens of Strong for your coop- 
eration with the schools this past year, and I hope we can continue to 
work together to serve the best interests of your children.

Report of School Physician 


During the past year nearly all the pupils of the Strong School 
received tuberculosis patch tests and those with positive tests had chest 
X-rays. No active cases were found in the school but this testing pro- 
gram did help to uncover an active case in a home. 

With the help of the Public Health Nurse, Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough and tetanus inoculations were administered to those pupils who 
had parental consent. The coming year should see a Polio vaccine 
made available to certain lower age groups without cost. The prudent 
parent will, I am sure, want their children to have what measure of 
protection these immunizations afford. 

Physical examinations to alternate classes were given with the aid 
of the Public Health Nurse and to all pupils engaging in athletics. 

I wish to thank parents and teachers alike for their co-operation 
with me in immunization programs and in attempting to keep con- 
tagious diseases at a minimum in our school.

Report of Health Officer 


The past year has seen measles, chickenpox and mumps in epi- 
demic proportions in the Town of Strong. 

Such epidemics are inevitable and rarely serious but each case 
should be reported to the Local Health Officer. A State law obligates 
householders to do so. 

This is important because biologicals such as Gamma _ globulin 
used in preventing severe measles in infants may be apportioned to an 
area on the basis of cases reported in previous years. 

The urgency of reporting more severe ills such as tuberculosis is 
obvious to all, but even the so-called children’s diseases may be serious 
and their proper control depends on case reporting.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


STRONG — 1954 


One of the most important methods of securing and maintaining 
optimum health in a community, is through the protection of its chil- 
dren. Attendance at Child Health Conferences, school health exam- 
inations and immunizations are methods which help to provide this 
protection. 

This past spring for the first time in many years, the Public Health 
Nurse has assisted with the school health program. The school children 
were offered immunizations against Diphtheria, Whooping cough, 
Tetanus and Smallpox vaccinations. This fall, children in grades one, 
three, five and seven and the athletes were given physical examinations. 
Visits to homes have been made to interpret the findings and recom- 
mendations of the physician, made at Child Health Conferences, special 
clinics and school physical examinations. Vision rechecks have been 
done and defects found have been, or are in the process of, being cor- 
rected. Audiometer (hearing) tests were given early in the year. Few 
defects were found. 

During the summer, a series of three well attended Child Health 
Conferences were held for infants and preschool children. Here, im- 
munizations against Diphtheria, Whooping cough, Tetanus and Small- 
pox vaccinations are offered to all. Each child is given an annual 
physical examination. Parents are urged to bring their children for a 
physical examination, even though the immunizations may not be 
desired or needed at that time. 

When necessary, referrals have been made for the various clinics, 
such as the Crippled Children’s Clinic, Regional X-ray Clinic and the 
Ear, Nose and Throat Clinic. Parents of preschool and school children 
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have been seen to interpret and advise of physicians findings, early 
medical attention and correction of physical defects, discussing with 
mothers nutritional problems and normal child growth and develop- 
ment at various ages. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the people of Strong, 
who have been so cooperative in contributing their time and energy, 
thus making the Public Health Nursing Service more successful.
